The  campaign  received  a  tre¬ 
mendous  boost  at  the  recent  ban¬ 
quet  in  honor  of  Father  Rapp’s 
Golden  Jubilee,  during  which  hon¬ 
orary  degrees  were  awarded  the 
jubilarian  and  Archbishop  Noll. 
The  latter  presented  the  college 
with  his  check  for  $5,000' — a  token

Jubilarian  Has  Devoted  Long  Life  to  St.  Joe's

erously  of  those  talents  toward 
the  betterment  of  St.  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege,  has  celebrated  his  Golden 
Jubilee  in  a  fitting  climax  to  a 
remarkable  career. 

Born  in  the  little  town  of  Alt- 
schweier  in  Baden,  Germany,  in 
the  year  1877,  Fr.  Rapp  ventured 
forth  from  his  homeland  in  1892 
to  find  his  fortune  in  the  vast, 
young  land  of  hope  and  promise 
known  as  the  United  States. 
Shortly  after  landing  here  he 
found  himself  drawn  toward  the 
priesthood;  and  nurturing  his  vo¬ 
cation,  he  entered  St.  Joseph’s 
during  the  fall  term  of  1893. 
From  that  year  to  this,  with  the 
exception  of  four  years  at  Cartha- 
gena  (1900-04)  and  five  years  in 
Milwaukee  (1934-39),  his  life  has 
been  intimately  connected  with 
St.  Joseph’s. 

Immediately  after  his  ordina¬ 
tion  in  1904,  Fr.  Rapp  began  to 
teach  Latin  and  Speech  at  St. 
Joseph’s  while  assuming  tempor¬ 
ary  direction  of  the  school’s  band. 
He  was  “temporarily”  the  director 
of  this  organization  for  17  years — 
until  Prof.  Paul  Tonner  took  over 
in  1921. 

In  1906  Fr.  Rapp  also  assumed 
the  direction  of  the  Columbian 
Literary  Society,  forerunner  of 
the  present  Columbian  Players. 
Under  his  brilliant  guidance  the 
Society  reached  a  degree  of  per¬ 
fection  in  their  theatrical  perform¬ 
ances  seldom  equaled  by  such  a 


group.  During  his  28  years  as  the 
moderator,  Fr.  Rapp  was  the 
guiding  light  for  some  100  major

productions,  and  his  capability  in 
this  field  is  enthusiastically  veri¬ 
fied  by  all  who  witnessed  or  par¬ 
ticipated  in  his  plays. 

In  1934  he  left  the  Columbians 
and  St.  Joseph’s  for  a  five-year 
stint  as  chaplain  at  the  Mother 
House  of  the  School  Sisters  of 
Notre  Dame  in  Milwaukee.  In 
1939  he  returned  to  the  college 
to  resume  teaching  chores,  as  the 
increased  enrollment  made  it 
necessary  that  he  rejoin  the  Speech 
department.  In  1950  he  was  forced 
to  retire  from  teaching  because 
of  a  North  Central  Association 
(accrediting  organization)  ruling 
that  no  institution  should  have 
a  professor  over  70  on  the  faculty. 

Fr.  Rapp  was  the  only  surviving 
member  of  his  ordination  class 
when  his  jubilee  was  celebrated. 
During  his  50  years  as  priest  and 
faculty  member  at  St.  Joe’s,  his 
students  have  numbered  in  the 
thousands,  including  three  bishops 
and  almost  all  the  present  priests 
on  the  faculty. 

Now  77,  Fr.  Rapp  still  remains 
a  vivacious  personality  whose 
physical  appearance  and  prowess 
belie  his  years.  With  a  chuckle  he 
recounts  of  his  being  “grounded” 
last  year  by  the  Society’s  Pro¬ 
vincial  from  his  annual  climb  of 
the  water-tower,  a  feat  with  which 
he  had  celebrated  his  birthday  the 
last  dozen  years  or  so.

Marv  Hackman  of  Jasper,  Ind., 
does  a  good  job  on  the  hurdles 
and  the  broad  jump.  He  won  the 
high  hurdles  in  the  Manchester 
meet  May  1.  Freshman  Ken  Banks 
is  the  team’s  lone  pole  valter.  He 
rated  a  third  place  in  the  Man¬ 
chester  meet  with  a  jump  of  10’ 
6”.  Middle  distance  men  Carl

May  10 — With  little  more  than 
a  week  of  play  left,  the  St.  Joe 
golf  team  hopes  to  improve  on 
its  season’s  record,  which  now 
stands  at  one  win  and  four  losses. 
Two  more  regular  games  and  a 
tournament  will  round  out  the 
schedule. 

The  two  remaining  matches  for 
the  Puma  linkmen  will  be  home 
engagements  with  Indiana  State 
May  15  and  with  Glenview  Naval 
Air  Base  May  18.

the  big  Whale  whaled  one  over 
the  centerfielder’s  head  for  a 

homerun,  winning  the  ball  game. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season 
Coach  Beane  had  expressed  doubt 
as  to  the  strength  of  his  pitching 
staff,  but  since  the  season’s 
start,  he  has  had  remarkably  fine 
performances  from  both  regular 

starters,  Dick  Dwinell  and  Ted 
Ashburner,  with  some  fine  spot 
appearances  by  freshmen  Bob  Fox 
and  Gene  Eifrid,  a  converted  in¬ 
fielder,  and  Senior  Jim  Hoess. 

Dwinell  has  been  the  most  con¬ 
sistently  outstanding  performer  so 
far,  with  5  straight  wins  to  his 
credit,  including  the  one-hitter 
against  Evansville,  May  7.  He  is 
followed  in  the  win  column  by 
Ashburner  with  a  3-1  record,  and 
Hoess  and  Fox  each  have  single 
victories. 

While  the  hitting  hasn’t  been 
on  a  par  with  last  season’s  out¬ 
standing  record,  still  the  hits  have 
been  coming  at  the  right  times  to 
win  ball  games.  Wasni  and  Meyer 
haven’t  been  slugging  at  their 
customary  pace,  but  such  men  as 
Don  Normandt,  Don  Merki,  and 
George  Smolar  have  been  taking 
up  the  slack. 

Wasni  appears  to  be  coming 
out  of  an  early  season  slump,  as 
his  triple  and  homerun  in  the  last 
Evansville  game  indicate,  but  big 
“Skip”  Meyer,  Puma  first  baseman 
and  consistent  .400  hitter  in  his 
previous  3  seasons  with  the  team, 
seems  to  be  troubled  with  what 
baseball  lingo  terms  “atoms” — 
hard  hit  balls  that  always  windup 
going  straight  at  those  fielders. 
It’s  reported  that  in  the  Indiana 
State  game  he  hit  one  so  hard 
at  the  shortstop  that  he  threw  his 
gloved  hand  up  in  self  defense 
and  caught  the  ball,  but  received 
a  broken  hand  for  his  trouble. 

To  date,  second-sacker  George 
Smolar  has  been  turning  in  the 
best  performance  of  his  four  year 
college  career,  committing  only  one 
miscue  in  the  field,  batting  around 
.400  and  getting  his  hits  when  they 
count  the  most,  not  to  mention 
his  tendency  to  steal  the  opposi¬ 
tion  blind  on  the  basenaths. 

Coach  Beane  thought  he’d  have 
a  good  team  this  season,  but  he 
hardly  hoped  to  improve  on  last 
season’s  14-2  record.  Now  he  is 
not  so  sure.  Six  games  remain  on 
the  schedule  (May  8  doubleheader 
with  Chicago  was  canceled),  and 
five  of  these  will  be  at  home. 
Five  of  them  will  also  be  ICC 
contests,  and  the  Pumas  will  be 
fighting  to  retain  their  league 
leading  status  which  they  now 
hold  with  a  6-1  record. 

While  Coach  Beane  refuses  to 
presume  anything  concerning  the 
team’s  fortunes  during  the  rest 
of  the  season,  that  contented  look 
speaks  for  itself.  He  and  the  team 
both  want  an  ICC  championship 
badly,  and  they’ll  go  on  playing 
each  game  with  the  determination 
they  have  shown  in  the  past.

1954Predicted 
As  “Golden  Era” 
For  Business 

(The  following  account  of  an  ad¬ 
dress  by  William  C.  Dieruff,  ’42, 
president  of  the  newly  activated 
Louisville  Chapter,  is  reprinted 
from  the  Jefferson  Reporter, 
Beuchel,  Ky. 

A  Jeffersontown  business  man 
predicted  this  week  that  1954 
would  be  the  “golden  era”  for 
individuals  and  small  businesses. 

W.  C.  Dieruff,  Jr.,  owner  of 
Dieruff  Hardware  in  Jeffersontown 
and  Fern  Creek,  told  the  Middle- 
town  Rotary  Club  last  Monday 
that  in  periods  of  shortages  the 
man  with  the  most  money  has 
the  advantages,  but  in  a  period 
like  the  present,  “the  score  is 
even.” 

For  the  first  time,  he  said,  “the 
business  giant”  can  be  beat.  He 
contended  that  an  independent 
dealer  with  modest  inventory  could 
now  do  more  business  per  dollar 
invested  than  any  chain. 

Dieruff  told  the  Rotarians  that 
business  was  not  a  mystery  or 
guessing  game  but  a  “true 
science”  which  could  be  studied 
and  understood  like  any  other 
science. 

The  secret  to  a  good  year  in 
1954,  he  said,  is  not  to  work 
harder  but  to  have  our  work  done 
more  profitably.  If  you  are  en¬ 
thusiastic,  he  added,  think  suc¬ 
cess,  talk  success  and  you  can  be 
a  success. 

Forget  what  your  competitors 
are  doing,  he  urged,  except  to 
gain  new  ideas.  Study  customer 
wants.  Train  your  employees 
thoroughly.  Sell  programs,  not 
just  merchandise.  Plan  your  pro 
grams  to  try  to  eliminate  season 
al  dips  in  sales.
